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To Keep Weight Supply Sunshine and Get

it under control, 

If you are built on that order, 
you may decide that keeping your 
waistline isn’t worth the struggle, 
and contirrue ‘to eat as you please 
and let the pounds collect. But 
eventually comes a day of reckon- 
ing. 

It is with good ‘reason that the 
life insurance companies look 
upon overweight as poor risks. 
They form the highest percentage 
of sufferers from high blood pres- 
sure and heart trouble. Fat is de- 
posited in the heart muscle and in 
the sac around the heart, inter- 
fering with normal heart action, 
All the vital organs may be af 
fected in a similar way, and kid 
ney diseases, diabetes and gout 
can develop. 

Being short and stocky, you use 
fewer calories in -proportion to 
your weight, because it’s active 
tissue that burns calaries and fat 
is not active tissue. Thus the only 
solution is to adopt a pattern of 
eating that cuts calories to a 
minimum but includes the nu 
tritional essentials. To reduce, you 
must hold the calories around 
1,000 a day, Many of you write to 
say that you really do not over- 
eat and cannot understand why 
you stay overweight. It’s because 
your calorie requirements are so 
low that it is easy to exceed your 
limited quota. 

Use every scientific 
keeping the calories down-—more 
protein to stimulate burning of 
calories. With 1t00 calories of pro- 
tein the rise in metabolism is 
such that actually you burn 130 
to 140 calories. That is why pro- 
tein is said to have a dynamic ac- 
tion. Protein must be the _ back- 
bone of the menus—one or two 
eggs.daily, eheese, two glasses of 
skim milk or buttermilk, a serving 
of fish or lean meat. The cheaper 
cuts are just as “reducing” as the 
expensive cuts. Since fats boost 
the calories, cut fats wherever 
possible; no fried foods, mayon- 
naise, French dressing, gravy or 
pastries, and very little butter and 
cream. Balance the menu with 
two or three fruits, one a citrus, 
and three vegetables, and keep 
the butter to one pat and the 
bread to two thin slices. Use a 
vitamin concentrate furnishing 
vitamins A, B-1, B-2, C and D. 

That list, slim as it is, contains 
all the nutrients that 
high vitality. 

Don't take much exercise; only 
a trio to nip in the waistline, tone 
the stomach muscles and slim the 
hips.
